Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have suggested an amendment to claim 24. If the this amendment was entered the new matter 
rejection under 112, 1st and the 102(a) rejections of Nakamura et al. and Meyerson et al. and their corresponding 103(a) rejections would 
be withdrawn. However, the written description rejection under 112, 1st would be maintained, as well as the 102(e) rejection of U.S. 
Patent number 6,166,178. Claim 24 if entered as amended still reads on SEQ ID NO: 2 amongst nine undefined and uncharacterized 
amino acid residues, hence the claim and dependent claims read on a genus. The patent continues to anticipate the claims because a 
peptide 22 amino acids in length comprising Applicants' SEQ ID NO: 2 is disclosed. Accordingly, the 103(a) rejections are still of merit.
